LIGHT AfiiJ SIfiHT. 


So iniieh is exacted from public 


school teachers now-a-tlays in the 
interests and for the advancement of 
pupils, that to suggest any addi- 
tional doty might seem like impos- 
ing upon nn already greatly taxed 
class of people. Tho fact is, though, 
that the true teacher is always glad 
to avail himself or herself of any 
suggestions that can bo applied to 
the benefit of the pupils. Teachers 
now are expected to fill a parent's 
place towards their scholars, not 
only in ''teaching the young idea 
how to shoot," but also in their moral 
and especially their physical prepar- 
ation for the future. Eecently a 
paper was read before the Maire 
Medical Association by Dr. James 
A. Spaulding, which contains sug- 
gestions of great interest to teachers. 
Tho Doctor had made an examina- 
tion of tho sight of the children in 
the various primary and grammar 
schools of Portland, with a view to 
find how much short sight could be 
found among them. He reports thai 
the eyes of all the children he es: 


asnined (2,372), tfitli very few excep- 
tions, were in u surprisingly healthy 
et ite. After giving the results of 
the examination, the Doctor said.

KIND-SHEARER FEUD. 


Arraignment of Mr. Klnfl-Tho 


Case Continued Until Saturday. 


The case of Henry W. Kind, of 


San Francisco, charged with attempt 
to murder Lewis Shearer of this city, 
came up for a hearing before Judge 
Jayne in the Police Court this morn- 
ing. Mr. Kind appeared in court 
shortly before its opening, accom- 
pained by his counsel, Judge Alex- 
ander Campbell and John Coghlan, 
Esq., and a number of Snn Fran- 
cisco friends. The case was the first 
called on the docliet. Mr. Campbell, 
of defendant's counsel, said: 


"If your Honor please, I would 


suggest, as one of defendant's coun- 
sel, that this case be postponed for 
one week, as Sir. Shearer is now 
tmable to appear in court, and I am 
informed that Mrs. Shearer is also 
sick, and confined to her bed, and 
therefore not able to appear in court 
to-day. Counsel for the defense also 
require time for preparation." 
i Judge Jayne remarked that he did 
act think he had a right to let the 
case go over longer than four days 
••Mr. Campbell called the attention 


of the Court to the fast that where 
parties are charged with attempted 
murder, the eases are frequently 
continued from time to time for 
longer periods to, await the death*6r 
recovery of the wounded party, and 
said that if equally convenient to 
all parties he would like to havn the 
case continued as he had suggested. 


Judge Jayne asked if there was 


any objection on the part of the 
people. 


Deputy District Attorney Robert 
L. McKee, Esq., for the people, 
signified his willingness to have the 
case continued until Satuarday next, 


•That time appearing to be satis- 


factory to all parties, the case •» as 
finally set for Saturday next at 
9:30

entirely self-possessed.

rapidly convalescing, and doubtless 
by Saturday his wounded heel will 
be sufficiently healed to enable him 
to appear in.
